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Area  and  Population. — The  District  is  composed  of  the  two 
Parishes  of  Dawlish  East  and  Dawlish  West,  and  includes  the 
two  outlying  villages  of  Holcombe  and  Cofton.  It  also  includes 
a sandy  waste  known  as  the  Warren,  which  is  bounded  by  the 
sea  on  one  side  and  the  river  Exe  on  the  other.  It  accommo- 
dates a golf  course  and  is  a popular  resort  during  the  summer 
months.  The  total  acreage  is  5408,  and  the  population  (mid- 
1937),  as  given  by  the  Registrar  General,  was  5390,  a decrease 
of  8. 


The  number  of  inhabited  houses  (end  of  1937)  was  2055,  an 
increase  of  105.  This  gives  an  average  of  2.56  persons  per  house 

Rateable  Value  £45,102.  A penny  rate  produces  £182. 

Other  than  farming,  market  gardening,  and  catering  for 
visitors,  there  are  no  industries. 

The  Sanitary  Staff  consists  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
(part  time)  the  Surveyor  and  Sanitary  Inspector  (combined 
appointment,  whole  time),  and  the  Surveyor’s  Clerk  (whole 
time).  In  addition  a temporary  Housing  Surveyor  was  appoin- 
ted to  carry  out  the  work  under  the  1930  Housing  (Slum* 
Clearance)  Act.

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Health  Services  of  the  District 


Isolation  Hospital. — By  arrangement  with  the  Exeter  Cor- 
poration, cases  of  Infectious  Disease  are  sent  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital,  at  Whipton,  when  necessary.  Speedy  removal  is 
effected  by  Motor  Ambulance.  Three  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
were  sent  there  during  the  year. 

Cottage  Hospital  for  general  diseases  contains  18  beds  and 
2 cots.  During  the  year  226  in-patients  and  490  out-patients 
were  treated. 

Ambulance  Facilities. — The  town  possesses  a Motor  Am- 
bulance, provided  and  maintained  by  voluntary  contributions. 
It  is  operated  and  staffed  by  Members  of  the  St.  John  Ambu- 
lance Brigade.  Also  a First  Aid  Station  on  the  Warren. 

Provision  for  Smallpox,  together  with  means  of  removal, 
is  made  by  the  County  Council. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. — The  Midwives’  Act  is  ad- 
ministered by  the  County  Council.  There  is  one  practising- 
midwife  in  the  District. 

Health  Visiting  of  children  under  school  age  is  done  by  the 
County  Council  Health  Visitor,  who  is  also  Nurserin-charge 
of  the  Welfare  Centre  and  School  Clinic.  During  the  year 
326  homes  were  visited.,  198  visits  were  paid  to  children  up 
to  1 year  old,  and  266  visits  to  children  between  the  ages  of 
1 and  5 years.  The  District  Nursing  Association,  subscribed 
to  by  the  Local  Authority,  maintains  the  ''services  -of  one. 
nurse. 

The  Infant  Welfare  Centre  in  Hatcher  Street,  in  rooms 
provided  by  Mrs.  A vant- Washington,  is  administered  by  the 
County  Council  with  the  help  of  a Local  Committee,  and  con- 
tinues to  do  good  work. 

Sessions  are  held  weekly  on  Wednesday  afternoon,  ,and 
the  Doctor  attends  fortnightly.  Tea  is  provided  for  the 
mothers  during  the  session. 

The  County  Council  makes  grants  of  milk  to  necessitous 
mothers  when  considered  desirable  on  medical  grounds,  and 
dried  milk  and  other  food  preparations  are  retailed  generally 
at  special  rates.

The  Welfare  was  closed  during  February  owing  to  Influenza. 

Orthopcedic  Treatment  is  provided  in  the  District  and 
throughout  the  county  by  the  Devonian  Association  for  Cripples 
Aid.  The  Hospital  is  at  Exeter  and  Out-patient  Clinics  are 
established  at  convenient  centres. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District 

Water  Supply. — It  was  stated  in  the  last  Annual  Report 
that,  owing  to  the  insufficiency  of  the  present  supply  from 
the  moorland  Gathering  Ground  at  Thorns,  the  Council  de- 
cided, on  the  advice  of  their  Water  Engineers,  to  acquire* 
the  Rights  over  120  acres  of  water  bearing  ground  in  the 
Parish  of  Cofton,  owned  by  Lord  Mambead. 

An  approximate  estimate  of  the  cost  of  (bringing  Xhe 
water  into  use  including  Pumps,  Mains,  enlarging  the  reser- 
voir etc.  for  an  extra  400,000  gallons  per  day,  was  put  at 
£33,000. 

Negotiations  were  commenced  with  Lord  Mamhead’s 
Agents  in  January,  and,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  were  not 
complete. 

Sewerage. — No  alterations  or  additions  were  made  to  the 
Sewerage  System,  which  worked  satisfactorily  throughout  the 
year. 

Scavenging. — Refuse  is  removed  by  lorries,  of  which  there 
are  two,  twice  a week  in  the  town  and  once  in  the  outskirts. 
It  is  deposited  at  Week,  on  the  Exeter  Road,  where  it  ds 
treated  by  covering  with  soil. 

Schools. — In  addition  to  the  two  Elementary  Schools  in 
the  Town  a new  Senior  School  for  Boys  and  Girls  has 
been  built  on  the  outskirts.  It  has  accommodation  for  300 
children  and  is  of  the  open  corridor  type. 

The  number  of  children  on  the  books  at  present  is  186. 

The  Sanitary  condition  of  all  three  Schools  is  satis  - 
factory. 
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HOUSING 


Housing  Act,  1930  . — The  first  part  of  the  Council’s 
building  programme  was  completed  about  the  middle  of  the 
Summer  and  the  40  new  houses  were  occupied  by  the  fami- 
lies displaced  by  the  first  Slum  Clearance  Scheme. 

As  was  stated  in  the  last  Annual  Report,  6 more  Clear- 
ance Areas,  involving  23  houses  and  85  persons,  remained 
to  be  dealt  with  and  the  people  rehoused.  For  this  piur-. 
pose  an  additional  5 acres  of  the  Oak  Hill  site  was  ac- 
quired. and  a lay-out  with  plans  for  50  Houses  of  various 
types  drawn  up. 

These  houses  when  completed  will  also  accommodate  the 
32  persons  from  6 individual  unfit  houses,  and  the  occupants 
of  5 overcrowded  houses.  Unforeseen  circumstances  have  caused 
considerable  delay  in  the  negotiations,  but  when  the  tenders 
now  with  the  Ministry  have  been  approved  building  opera- 
tions will  start  as  soon  as  possible. 

Having  thus,  it  is  hoped,  satisfied  for  many  years  to 
come  the  housing  requirements  of  the  town  itself,  consideration 
had  also  to  be  given  to  the  rural  part  of  the  district  and 
for  this  purpose  6 acres  of  land  were  bought  in  the  rural 
parish  of  Cofton  bordering  the  main  road  to  Exeter.  Here, 
in  close  proximity  of  the  flower-growing  and  fruit-farming 
industry  the  intention  is  to  build  houses  of  the  agricultural 
type,  and  plans  and  tenders  for  12  houses  are  now  before 
the  Ministry  for  approval. 

Disinfestation  of  Verminous  Houses. — Under  this  heading 

23  houses  were  dealt  with,  all  privately  owned,  and  sche- 
duled for  demolition  under  the  Slum  Clearance  Act  of  1930. 
One  block  of  six  were  done  by  the  Hydrogen  Cyanide  process 
by  a firm  of  Contractors — The  Associated  Fumigators  Ltd., 
of  London. 

The  remaining  17  were  done  by  the  Council  using  Zaldecide 
Spray  after  removing  the  skirtings,  puncturing  the  walls, 
ceilings,  etc. 

In  addition,  all  furniture  from  these  houses  was  gassed 
in  the  special  Van  provided  by  the  above  named  firm.

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act. — This  is  administered  by  the 
Police.  Six  samples  were  taken  during  the  year,  all  of  milk 
and  all  passed  the  test. 

M5LK. — There  are  21  Cowkeepers  in  the  District  who  sell 
milk,  eleven  of  these  by  retail.  Nineteen  produce  ordinary 
milk,  one  Tuberculin  Tested  and  one  Accredited  Milk.  Though 
the  Cowhouses  are  usually  found  to  be  reasonably  clean  and 
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well  kept,  the  condition  of  the  milk  itself  judged  by  the  result 
of  the  County  Council  tests  for  cleanliness  leaves  much  to 
be  desired. 

Of  the  36  samples  produced  in  the  District  only  9 passed, 
a deplorably  low  figure,  and  if  there  is  not  a decided  improve- 
ment in  the  near  future  and  in  view  of  the  ease  with  which 
milk  can  spread  disease  adoption  by  the  Council  of  com  - 
pulsory  pasteurisation  might  well  be  considered.  If  not  clean 
it  would,  at  any  rate,  be  safe. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  11  Samples  were  taken  of  milk 
produced  outside  the  District  Of  these,  two  passed  and  nine 
failed. 

Slaughter  Houses,  of  which  there  are  four,  were  visited 
from  time  to  time,  and  I found  nothing  to  take  exception  to. 

Bakehouses,  Milk  Shops,  Fish  Shops,  etc.,  were  all  visited 
at  various  times  and  little  was  found  to  complain  of.  The 
worst  feature  of  most  of  these  places  is  lack  of  space  at  the 
back.  This  results  in  poor  lighting  and  makes  cleaning  difficult.

Infectious  Disease 


Apart  from  an  extensive  outbreak  of  Influenza  in  January, 
when,  at  one  time,  half  the  children  were  absent  from  School, 
infectious  epidemic  disease  was  practically  absent. 
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As  regards  notifiable  disease,  the  town  produced  a single 
case  of  poliomyelitis  in  a child  of  4,  and  in  the  village  of 
Cofton  three  cases  of  scarlet  fever  aged  2,  6 and  10.  They 
were  all  admitted  to  Hospital  and,  other  than  tuberculosis, 
were  the  only  cases  of  notifiable  disease  reported  for  the  year.

Tuberculosis. — Four  cases  were  notified,  2 males,  2 females. 
All  were  lung  cases.  There  were  two  Deaths. 

Altogether,  there  are  about  40  tuberculous  persons  living 
in  the  district,  of  whom  30  were  lung  cases.

1.  Stevenson’s  Screen,  containing  Dry  and  Wet  Bulb 
Thermometers,  with  Maximum  and  Minimum  Thermometers. 
The  Bulbs  of  Hygrometers  are  placed  four  feet  above  ground 
and  are  of  standard  make. 

2.  Self-recording  Aneroid  Barometer. 

3.  Self-recording  Vacuum  Thermometers,  black  and  bright. 

4.  Grass  Minimum  Thermometer. 

5.  Rain  Guage,  Casella’s  diameter  of  guage  five  inches, 
height  above  sea  level  16.60  feet  and  12  inches  above  ground. 

6.  Sunshine  Recorder,  Stokes  Campbell,  fixed  on  parapet 
of  Burrows  Reservoir.
